Mr. Miller arose and stated: 
"I did ask MX. Depew whether he 


would accept this nomination and he 
answered yes, and since the meeting 
in the morning he again assured me 
that he would accept. I stand here to 
repudiate the leadership of tho man 
-who has declared that McKinley is un- 
fit for the office of president. I can. 
not stand under such a banner. I can 
not go forward with the world pointing 
its finger at me aud saying: 'How can 
you vote for a man whose ability you 
have questioned?'"' 


"I regret, Mr. Chairman, that yon. 


will not accept the office. I, for one. 
will not follow the leadership of Platt." 


Plate was elected chairman of the 


New York delegation by a rote of 53 to 
T for Warner Miller. 


Then Abraham Grnbgr stirred up the 


row again by offering a resolution to 
indorse the candidacy of Governor Mor- 
ton.

A chrome kicker from Herki- 
mer. a man whose plate is never known 
—who was never faithful to any man or 
any party? That is the issue. I hurl 
back in the Herkmier .statesman's teeth 
the statement that Mr. Pl.itt has ma- 
liKued Mr. McKinley. Whan election 
time comes and Xcw York Republicans 
Cilat their votes for president, whether 
he be Morton or McKiuley, he will get 
Mr Pli'.tt's support and the support ot 
New York Republicans, but he can 
never rely upon the vacillating and 
treacherous statesman from Herkimer, 
Warner Miller.

Xerrooxneaa anil Physical Injuries.

are due to physical injury. If a man be 
hit on the head with a club, the inevi- 
table result, if the blow be hard enough, 
will he a break of the skull, bleeding 
from the torn vessels beneath and crush- 
ing of the substance of the brain, itselt 
If the blow be lighter, the brain may 
still be injured, bat the injury will be 
less severe. A blovv upon the back may 
break' she spine and seriously injure the 
spinal cord. The injury may be slight, 
merely a pressure upon a single nerve 
fur ti few hours, yet that may cause trou- 
ble for weeks. Between these two ex- 
tremes the nervous system may suffer to 
almost any degree from injury. In none 
of these cases need there be any previous 
nervous weakness or overstrain; The ef- 
fect is purely, physical. If, therefore, we 
sate in the neighborhood of Deiinybroak 
fair a great increase in nervous disease?, 
such increase may be due, not to the 
greater demand which the conditions of 
modern life make upon the human brain, 
but to the shilialah,—Dr. Philip C. 
Kuapp in Century.

Ohio's Liquor Law-. 


The original Ohio liquor law seems 


to give fair satisfaction to all parties. It 
cannot be used politically, for it has no 
special officer for its enforcement. Its 
pi-juc-ipie wus to put a moderate tax on 
saloon, keepers at first, then when the 
law had made its way into public favor, 
to increase thai tax. This has been 
done. The number of saloons lias beeu 
greatly decreased and the revenues from 
the liquor business largely increased.

Strawberry jam lends a rolling 
hand in the color scheme, and aspic 
jelly, as before mentioned, colored ei- 
ther reel or pink, serves many a purpose. 
Cream for the meringues must be col- 
ored red with the carmine, anel the cases 
for the ices must be, red — red crapi.- pa- 
per, perhaps shaped like a rose. Apricot 
coloring and saffron will tint anything 
yellow, und damson blue — which can be 
bonght at the shop — with a little car- 
mine, will maku mauve. Lemon jelly 
and ice cream arfr easily tinted mauve 
or yellow. 


Chopped green aspic is the very back- 


bone of a green, dinner. Color the aspic 
with a few drops of spinach juice or 
apple green. Chopped parsley is also an 
inevitable aid, and grtx-u pap--r cuses 
and the handles of dishes ,tied with 
green ribbons do the rc'st. The sauces, 
merinirnes or ices are colored with the 
spmufh .mice, and some of the entrees 
may repose upon spinach. — Chicago 
Times-Herald.
